Crick statue 
on the move 

The iconic Francis Crick statue in 
Northampton town centre is being moved 
to a spot 150 metres down Abington Street, 
outside Marks and Spencer. 

Work on re-locating the sculpture has 
started and it is set to be moved ‘over the 
next few weeks’ to make way for the 
reopening of Abington Street to traffic. 

Once the statue has been moved, work 
will then begin on reopening the section 
between St Giles Terrace and Wellington 
Street. 

The iconic statue of Francis Crick was 
installed in Abington Street in December 
2006. Professor Crick was born in Weston 
Favell, Northampton in 1916, and was one of 
Britain’s great scientists and is best known 
for helping discover the structure of DNA in 
1953. He died of cancer aged 88 in 2004. 


Driver hits 121mph 
on ‘danger’ mad

A speeding motorist was clocked doing 
121mph on one of the county's 
‘danger’ roads. 

The driver was caught on camera on a 
stretch of the A6 near Kettering, which 
has a 60mph speed limit. The data was 
recorded between April 2013 and May 


2014 and has been revealed in freedom 
of information requests by the Institute 
of Advanced Motorists to 39 police 
authorities. 

On the A45 in Northampton a driver 
was caught driving at 109mph in a 
70mph zone while another motorist 
was caught on the same road at 106mph. 

In England and Wales last year the top 
speed recorded was 149mph.

Cyber cops patrol the virtual highways 


Reporter LAWRENCE JOHN speaks 
one of Northamptonshire’s ‘cyber 
cops’, Dl Steve Henderson, on the 
task of tackling internet crime

On a recent visit to Northampton 
University, the Rt Hon Damian 
Green, Minister for Policing, 
Criminal Justice and Victims, said: 
“Policing cyber space is just as 
important as policing the streets.” 

The minister was speaking at the 
launch of The Institute for Public 
Safety, Crime and Justice, which is 
based at the University of 
Northampton’s Park Campus. 

The IPSCJ is a new joint venture 
between the office of the Police and 
Crime Commissioner for 
Northamptonshire and the 
University of Northampton. 

Among the issues it will look at 
initially will be alcohol-related 
crime, cyber crime and the safety 
of children on the internet. 

It will be led by associate director 
Geoff Berry, a former senior advisor 
to the Home Office. 

The cyber crime message is 
something Northamptonshire 
Police have taken on board as they 
have a team dedicated to tackling 
this issue. 


This crime can encompass 
anything which targets individuals 
online in cyber space. 

Computer crime covers a broad 
range of activities. 

Generally, however, it can be 
divided into two categories. These 
are crimes which target computers 
directly, or secondly, crimes 
facilitated by computer networks or 
devices, the primary target of which 
is independent of the computer 
network or device 

This would include bullying via 
any form of social media, hacking 
into a system or a website and steal¬ 
ing peoples bank details and money 
in a scam perpetrated on fake 
websites or selling goods which 
customers will never ever get. 

One of the ‘cyber police’ in the 
county’s force is Det Insp Steve 
Henderson (pictured left). 

Speaking about cyber crime and 
its impact on people and their lives, 
DI Henderson said: “What we are 
doing is a recognition of the reach 
of cyber crime which covers all 
types of criminality. 

“This is on social media and the 
internet - wherever criminal activi¬ 
ty can be committed online. 

“Northamptonshire Police are 
aiming to meet this cyber crime 
challenge. 

“As a force we have to recognise 
we need to move in line with the 
speed and development of 
technology. 

“We are just understanding where 
we are in relation to modern tech¬ 
nology. 


“If something happens then we in 
Northamptonshire need to respond 
accordingly. 

“There are a lot of legislation 
controls regarding online and we 
have to work within them. 

“It will be important that we work 
with the wider community in order 
to find out what business does to 
defend itself. 

“I think it will be very important 
we should work with the business 
community. 

“There are a number of basic 
things which people can do to 
protect themselves when they go 
online. 

“What we would say to people is to 


think clearly when you go online 
and have all the relevant cyber 
security. 

“Parents should be aware of what 
their children are looking at online 
and should read the browser 
history. 

“What is different is if a child is 
being bullied it could be one person 
doing it or it could be a number. 

“What people need to be aware of 
is getting messages from strangers 
and be aware of the potential of 
danger.

The Harringworth Viaduct has 82 arches. It 
was used as a railway which shows the 
remarkable engineering during the Vic¬ 
torian era. The Viaduct crosses the River 
Welland on the Rutland/Northamptonshire 
border, and is a grade II listed structure.

Blisworth Bridge is a minor waterways 
structure situated on the Grand Union 
Canal.

Police say it is lucky 
nobody was killed after a 
sandbag was thrown 
from a bridge into the 
windscreen of a moving 
train close to 
Wellingborough station.

US extradition couple refused bail 


Northampton grandparents 
Paul and Sandra Dunham 
are planning an appeal after 
being refused bail during a 
court appearance in the 
United States over concerns 
they would try to flee. 

The couple, ( pictured right) 
both 58, were extradited 
last week to face a $1.4m 
(£833,000) fraud and 
money-laundering case. 

They appeared at the US 
District Court in Greenbelt at 
11am US time on Tuesday, 
4pm UK time, for a bail 
hearing, where they were 
denied bail by a US judge as 
it was feared they would 
pose a ‘flight risk’. 

Mr Dunham’s lawyer Gary 
Proctor said: “Mr Dunham 
and I are bitterly disappoint¬ 
ed in this ruling. 



“We plan to promptly file 
an appeal. While the date of 
the appeal has yet to be set, 
we anticipate it being held in 
mid-June. 

“Until then they will contin¬ 
ue to remain incarcerated at 
the Chesapeake Detention 
Facility.” 

Mr and Mrs Dunham made 
their first court appearance 


in the US on Friday, less 
than 24 hours after being 
extradited, to hear the 21 
charges against them. 

In the 17-page indictment, 
it alleges that between 2002 
and 2009, the couple fraud¬ 
ulently charged personal 
expenses to their corporate 
credit cards and submitted 
vouchers to PACE, a US 
manufacturing company 
which Mr Dunham was the 
president of, for reimburse¬ 
ment that falsely described 
them as business expenses. 

Items allegedly claimed by 
the couple included reim¬ 
bursements for furniture, a 
dog sofa and pet residence, 
weekly grocery expenses, 
art work, home cleaning and 
airline tickets. The couple 
deny all the charges.

Police move over 
crime in villages

Northamptonshire Police is raising its 
profile in villages across the county in a new 
rural action campaign. 

The scheme, which was launched on Friday 
at Moulton College by Chief Constable Adrian 
Lee and Police and Crime Commissioner 
Adam Simmonds, comes after concerns 
were raised by residents about the 
time it takes the emergency services 
to respond to 999 calls. 

It is hoped the initiative will boost 
confidence in the emergency 
services among Northampton¬ 
shire’s rural community. 

It will also see residents given 
more access to information about 
crime problems in their area as well as 
crime prevention advice. 

PCC Adam Simmonds backed the idea of the 
campaign after listening to people’s frustra¬ 
tions in rural areas who felt there was a lack of 
specialist knowledge about problems facing 
people in the countryside. 


He said: “This is aimed at offering vital reas¬ 
surance to rural communities, to make sure 
they feel they have the support they need 
from the emergency services. 

“Our pledge to people in rural areas is to 
keep them informed of what’s going on in 
their area, to become more visible in rural 
areas and to give them the opportunity to talk 
to us on a regular basis.” 

Across Northamptonshire, 32 per cent 
of residents are classed as living in 
rural areas. 

Rural crime rates have fallen by 
about 40 per cent in the past three 
years, with fewer than 250 crimes 
recorded in rural areas in 2013/14. 

But common rural crimes 
include incidents such as thefts 
from farm buildings, the theft of 
horse riding equipment, theft of quad 
bikes, the theft of generators and thefts 
of animals. 

As part of the campaign, a website has been 
launched (www.northamptonshireruralac- 
tion.co.uk) where people can get crime preven¬ 
tion and fire safety advice and sign up for text 
and email alerts about crimes in their area.

Have I made 
the weight? 


H&P editor Steve Scoles is taking 
Derngate Gym’s Body Fat Challenge... 


Last week my personal trainer 
Martin Cole set me a goal: losing 
three pounds. 

When I signed up for the Body 
Fat Challenge I rather rashly 
ticked every box on the ‘what I 
want to achieve’ form. 

So I want to build muscle, 
strength and endurance as well 
as toning and losing weight. 

Martin has been monitoring my 
progress - and there has been 
some - but he had held back on 
asking me to achieve anything 
specific until last week. 

“We need a goal,” he said “how 
about three pounds?” 

Easy enough, I thought. If you 
weighed my sweat sodden t-shirt 
after a workout with Martin you 
would probably find it was 
three pounds at least. 

But the Body Fat 
Challenge is not just 
about the two sessions 
a week designed to 
create the all impor¬ 
tant fat destroying 
“burn”. 

It is also about how I 
refuel. 

When it comes to eat¬ 
ing habits there is now a 
new me. 

As I told my colleague Nick 
Bieber who was trying to tempt 
me with an M&S chocolate chip 
cookie the other day: “The old me 
would have said ‘yes’ but this is 
the new me.” 

The old me gobbled at least one 
packet of crisps every single day, 
sometimes more. 

The old me raided the charity 
sweet boxes sitting in our office 
every afternoon. 

The old me would quite happily 
chomp through a big bar of 
Cadbury’s in the evening while 
watching Game of Thrones. 

Somehow that has all stopped 
overnight. 

The sweets and crisps have been 
replaced by fruit and nuts. 


I haven’t had a McDonald’s 
since I started the BFC and the 
two occasions I bought the kids 
ice creams in the past couple of 
weeks I didn’t get myself an 
oyster or a nougat wafer. 

Incidentally my other big sin, 
smoking, has been reduced from 
50g of tobacco a week to 25g. 

How has this been possible? 

I would like to say it is pure 
willpower but it’s not. 

It’s the effort Martin gets out of 
me in the gym. 

Last week I staggered out think¬ 
ing that I had been through the 
most intense hour of exercise I 
had ever experienced in my life. 

Martin set me a target of 90 
squats with 15kg weights in each 
hand. I only managed 50 but 50 
was so many more than I 
would have managed 
without Martin there 
driving me on that I 
didn’t really feel 
defeated. 

I didn’t want to stop 
but there was nothing 
left in my burning 
thighs. 

And after getting that far 
and going through all that - 
which anyone would with Martin 
at their side - why would I ruin it 
all in the evening by gorging on 
all the delicious garbage I have 
enjoyed for so long?

Jim Mallinder said Saints had shaken a mon¬ 
key from their backs by winning the Amlin 
Challenge Cup - and now he wants Premiership 
glory at Twickenham too. 

Northampton head to the famous stadium on 
Saturday looking to win England’s top domestic 
prize for the first time and clinch a superb dou¬ 
ble in the process after the Amlin win over 
Bath. 

Mallinder’s men have too often been the 
bridesmaids in major competitions with the 
European silverware captured in Cardiff on 
Friday night ending a miserable run of four con¬ 
secutive final appearances without a win. 

Now that they have a taste for trophies though 
Saints look set to head into the Premiership 
final with Saracens this weekend with an 
extremely positive mindset. 

A double would be just rewards for an excel¬ 
lent season and would banish memories of last 
years Premiership final - which Saints lost 37-17 
to Leicester after Dylan Hartley’s red card. 

“It’s good to win one, it’s good to get that mon¬ 
key off our back and now we can look forward,” 
said Director of Rugby Mallinder. 

“A lot of it is about belief, we said over the last 
few weeks, we believe we’re a good side. 

“We’ve come very, very close in some cup 
finals recently. 

“We’re going to go for it [against Saracens], 
without a doubt, it’s one down and a good 
chance. Saracens are fighting hard but we’ll 
give it our best shot.” 

Sarries topped the Premiership table before 
this season’s play-offs - one place ahead of 
Saints. Northampton enjoyed a fine 41-20 vic¬ 
tory over them at Franklin’s Gardens in October 
but the return fixture went the way of the 
London club who triumphed 28-24 at Allianz 
Park in April. 

One important factor could be that Saracens 
- unlike Saints - will go into the clash on the 
back of European disappointment after they 
lost the final of the continent’s major competi¬ 
tion the Heineken Cup on Saturday, 23-6 to 
French outfit Toulon.

“We’ve won but I don’t think we bowled par¬ 
ticularly well - we gave them a few too many

He said: “I felt alright out there until I was 
swinging pretty hard with the bat but hope¬ 
fully I’ll play on Friday against Worcestershire. 

“Then the Sri Lanka game will be sort of a 
practice game for me with the ball so I’m not 
far away now all being well. 

“It’s not been a great start for us this season 
in the County Championship but hopefully 
performing well here will give us some belief 
to get some results in our favour in that com¬ 
petition.” 

Northamptonshire now have two T20 Blast 
games before they return to four day Division 
One County Championship action at home to 
Yorkshire on Sunday. 

They travel to Derbyshire Falcons this even¬ 
ing and then have the trip to Worcestershire 
Royals tomorrow night.

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Bath and in the Premiership semi-final 
against East Midlands rivals Leicester. 

“I wish it was my magic but it’s the players, 
that’s what it’s all about,” said Mallinder.

New permanent additions Zander 
Diamond and Marc Richards have both 
penned three year deals - a length of 
time which could be seen as a risk by 
some parties. 

Wilder, however, believes that the play¬ 
ers deserve the commitment and he 
hopes to be at the helm of a steady ship 
during his time in charge.

“We feel it’s beneficial to us to keep a 
settled, stable group of players, espe¬ 
cially the senior ones who can take us 
forward. 

“Em sure those guys can, they’ll play 
the games and we’re delighted that 
they’ve accepted [the deals] and that we 
can have the nucleus of a strong and suc¬ 
cessful team.”

Former striker Richards has re-signed 
for the Cobblers after rejecting a deal at 
League Two champions Chesterfield 
while centre back Diamond has joined 
after a successful loan spell from Burton 
Albion. 

Diamond featured for the Brewers in 
their unsuccessful League Two play-off 
final against Fleetwood Town at 
Wembley on Monday so will face his for¬ 
mer employers next season. 

Meanwhile, Wilder is looking for sev¬ 
eral more additions having previously 
targeted seven new players. 

One target could be Brentford striker 
Luke Norris, who scored five goals dur¬ 
ing a loan spell at Northampton early 
last season. 

He could leave the London club after 
their promotion to Championship level 
with fellow League Two clubs Stevenage 
and Dagenham & Redbridge also report¬ 
edly interested.
